'"°TheTe is a growing sentiment that govern- 
ment funds must provide a larger P>oport^ion- 
ate share of relief money than before. In 1929 
public money furnished about 60 per cent, of 
the co.st of direct family aid m 100 representa- 
tive cities. In 1930, the share increa-sed to 72 
nercent. Indicative of this feeling is a state- 
ment of the mayor of Detroit. That city, largely 
because of the severe depression in the automo- 
bile business and partly because of the incit^- 
ciencv and alleged di.shonesty of some of its 
municipal welfare officials, has found itself in a 
critical position. Mayor Murphy believes that 
the city itself ha.s reached its limit in the ap- 
propriation of relief moneys. Any additional aid 
must CO.W" from the .state and the federal gov- 
ernment, he asserts. 

It is none too early for the commonwealth 
and the cities to prepare for the worst, even if 
they do not exiiect it. Most communities were 
caught unprepared last year, as they believed 
in midsummer that unemployment would de- 
crea.se and business would be almost normal in 
the autumn. That was a common view. Cautious 
men are not so optimistic about the remaining 
months of this year as they were of the^ la,st 
ciuarter of 1930. With taxes increased and in- 
creasing, with private charities under a heavy 
stiain and with little probability that busin^s.s 
rec*^fc. will be complete by winter, public offl- 
cial^Plht properly study the .situation care- 
fully. The state it-self could fittingly .set an ex- 
ample of forehandedne.s,s.

Coming to the defence of Boston 
school teachers, criticised by Mayoi 
Curley for not contributing to an un- 
employment fund. Councilman Clement 
A. Norton in a letter to the mayor sayi 
tlie teachers will be glad to give toward 
such « cau.se if they are asked. 

Councilman Norton reminds Mayoj 
Cmiey that he vetoed just such a pro- 
ject, unanimously adopted by the dtj 
j council, some time ago. 

The letter to the mayor reads: 

You crlticLse the Boston school 
teachers for not contributing to an 
unemployment fund. The truth of 
the matter is. no one has ever s.sked 
them to. There is not a teacher In 
Boston who would see a child go 
hungry. Ninety-nine out of 100 of 
them will gladly contribute. 

Over a year ago the Boston city 
council unanimously approved ir.y 
plan for contributions from city 
employes. You vetoed it, rlaiminST 
that it was "double ta>4ation." I 
sliall reinlTdduce that plan at th« 
next meeting of the city ccuaall. 

This plan was co ask every city 
employe to cniitrlbtitc 1 cent for 
each dollar received In salary per 
month. A girl getting $50 a month 
would contribute ,S0 eent.s. The de- 
partment head receiving $500 a 
month .salary would contribute $3 
a month. Properly handled, soon 
the t<'lephone. electric light and 
gas company employe*, would en- 
thusia.^tlefllly contribute each 
month. Other cities have found this 
method a .siicce.s.s. 

You start the plan with your 
usual, vigor and the idea will go over 
big and help to relieve the already 
overtaxed 8.'), 000 home owners in 
Boston, many of whom are losinsr 
their homes, tinable to pay the taxes 
and bank loans. But to lead to 
sucoe.ss the plan needs leadership 
and only you can give this and I 
anx sure you will then find the Bos- 
ton school teachers and others co- 
operating.

Vital Problems Considered 

The convention was laicely d.^voted 
to tlie consideration of problems that 
have harassed the industry in tlie last 
few years, rrohibition had its place be- 
hind closed doors of the committee in 
charge; insurance, telephone, standard- 
ised accounting, depreciation, business 
agreements, standardization of siipplie.^ 
and waste, promotion of trade and travel, 
publicity, the Hotel Red Book and oth^r 
matters received much attention. .Nat- 
urally, there was little in the convention 
disciiBsions to interest persons unafflUaled 
with hotels and allied Industries, except 
the brilliancy and precision of tiic con- 
duct of business. It was surprising, how- 
mcr, the great interest manifested by 
the delegates, even though tlie fact ha.^ 
been known for years that members nf 
the executive council travel long dia- 
toni-es four times a year to attend the 
sessions of that body.

to City Complete 

Sum of ^50,00() Left for 

Building in Honor of 

Founders of New England 

Former Governor Perclval P. Baxter 
of Mainp, railed at City Hal! today as 
make complete the bequest of his father, 
JamoK V. Baxter, of $50,000 to the City 
of Ko.ston for the erection ot "a suitable 
l>uililine; to commemorate the lives and 
(leed.s ot the founders ot New England." 
.Tames P. Baxter, six times mayor of 
Portland, Me., died May S, 1921. He pro- 
vidod by wlil that $5000 of the bequest be 
paid within three years of his death. In 
^K^i the payment was made and ae. 
r.-ptetl by the City Council and Mayor 
Curley. Today a checlc for the remain- 
ing ?45.00n was handed to the mayor with 
Ibfso wjrds from Mr. Baxter: "It is a 
liappy coincidence that Mayor Curley was 
mayor at the time of both payment.^ 
in:;:t and 1931." 

The will of the late Mr. Baxter pro- 
vides that the American Antiquarian 
.Society of Worcester, tiie New England 
llistorlc-Cenealoprlcal .Society ot Boston, 
and the Masaachusetts Historical Society 
of lio.ston l>e represented on the building 
committee when the city decides to carry 
1 Ml tho bequest. In these three societies 
the testator long held membership. Tha 
details (it the building plans were out- 
lined in an address delivered in 1917 
in Bo.xton by the late. Mr. Baxter, en- 
tilled "A New Kiisland Pantheon." Bv 
the provl.<:lons tlie liequest must be held 
nt Interest tmtil It shall amount to $1.. 
ntiO.non. it is fiKured that in sixty-one 
ycnrs the fund will be available.

(JOVERNOR FAILS 
TO REVEAL PLANS 



Tlie refiLsal of former Gov. Smith of 
New York to clarify hi.', position in re- 
lation to the Democratic presidential 
nomination last Saturday at his con- 
ference with Gov. Roosevelt ha.s created 
mild consternation among his loyal fol- 
lowers In Massachusett*. 

Leaders who began to line up the 
delegates in this commonwealth for him 
two months ago have begun to worry 
lest they be found in the embarrassing 
position of working for a candidate who 
will not be seeking the nomination. 

Rein-psontative James E. Hagan of 
Somcrville, one of the organizers of 
the Smith-for-Presidcnt club there 
which filed organisation papers with 
Ithc office of the secretary of state, yes- 
terday declared that It is his intention 
to go to New York to interview Smith 
before any further efforts are made 
here In his behalf. 

Smith's failure to .say something de- 
finite in relation to his Intentions fol- 
lows the declaralions of parly leaders 
in New York, Pennsylvania and lui- 
noLs as well as that of Mavnr rnrirv 
that their efforts will be exerted in be- 
half of Roosevelt. 

Another source of worry to the local 
Smith boosters was the visit to the mld-'^ 
die West made last week by Daniel H. 
Coakley, one of tho.se who declared un- 
alterably lor Smith early in thj sum- 
mer, with the only qualification that he 
would shift his allegiance when Smith 
definitely takes himself out of the con- 
test. 

Coakley's ml.s.sion to the middle West 
is shrouded In mystery and those who 
know his close contacts with national 
Democratic politics have been speculat- 
ing as to whether he Is in possession 
of information that they lack.

A bill for payment In lull of the 
soldiers' bonus will be introduced In the 
next session of Congress and "the fight 
kept up till we get it," declared Con- 
gressman William P. Connery before « 
banquet to National Commander E.

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Boston's playground system was the 

j subject of an address by Park Com- 

I missioner William P. Long from radio 

station WNA(.' this afternoon. Mr 

Lfin^;; said In part : 

"To Mayor Curley, the playground 
is of supreme importance, for he 
knows from experienoe what it means 
to a boy or a girl to be forced to use 
the public streets, the alleys or the 
bark lots of a city for Innocent amuse- 
ment. 

"It is not surprising, therefore, that 
during his first administration, 1S)H- 
1917, he was responsible for six new 
playgrounds, the acquiring of land to i 
enlarge three others, as well as bavmgl 
transferred from the Metropolitan 
Park Comml.ssion a large tract located 
on the Stony Brook Reservation in the 
Hyde Park District to the Park Com- 
missioners of the city, for use as a 
municipal playground. 

"Four years elapsed before Mayor 
Curley assumed oHico for his second 
jterm of four ye<irs. 1922-182,5. Early m 
'that period he had a study made lor 
the progressive acquiring of additional 
recreation parks and playgrounds.

and Polando 

The congratulations of an ap- 
preciative city and state were, 
sent winging acrosa the seas to 
Russell Boardman and John 
Polando in Turkey today for 
their achievement in bringing a 
world's aviation record here. 

Both Governor Ely wnd Mayor 
Curley cabled their pleasure over 
the feat, the mayor informinjf 
Boardman he intends to present 
him a loving cup on his return. 

Plans also got under way for an 
official reception by the citizens 
of Boston when the fliers come 
home, at which time they will be 
showered with honors. 

Meantime, prominent persons, 
particularly In the aviation world, 
were expressing their enthusiasm 
over the record flight of the two 
local men. 

TEXT OF MESSAGES 

Governor Kly cabled them at 
' Istanbul:

What a Mess! 
THHE argument as to who should unload the 
steel for the new Boston postoffice is one of 
the most disgusting exhibitions of mulishness 
in the history of local labor disputes. 

The steel came to the Boston & Maine 
yards in freight cars. Union truck drivers 
hitched the hook of a hoisting engine operated 
^,_j,jj^- by a union engineer whose local is a part of the 

American Federation of Labor. I'nion ironworkers handled the 
hoist hook at the postoffice. 

|i But the union hoisting engineers a( tho postoffice site ob- 
jected to hoisting steel wiiich had been hoisted at the railroad 
yards by, to be sure, a union nuiii, but one not a member of the 
postoffice-site hoisting engineers local. 

Meanwhile the union ironworkers claimed that union truck 
'drivers should not opei-ate the hook at tho railroad yards, that 
this was the ironworkers' job. So the whole works were held 
up while they argued. Men of many other crafts, hungi-y for 
work, were forced to idleness. And, mind you, this was no ix3W 
between union and non-union labor. Everybody concerned was 
a union man. Nor was it a row between employees and em- 
ployer. 

All this time the steel lay in the cars at the railroad yard, 
with demurrage charges piling up. The local board of trade- 
claims has ruled that the truck drivers and not the iron work-; 
ers should handle the hook at the railroad yard and that the 
hoisting engineers at the postoffice should not refuse to hoist 
the steel which had been moved by the hoisting engineers at the 
railroad yard. If they disobey this ruling, other men will be put 
on their jobs by the international union. 

The men responsible for this disgraceful situation cer- 
tainly do not repi-esent what is best in unionism. By their stu-, 
I pidity they have kept bread and butter from the mouths of 
I their brothers' families. We may be wrong, but we can see no 
reason why these men could not have permitted any union man 
to handle the steel and then settle the matter afterwards. 
When wage controversies are under way, the men usually keep 
right on working and later receive their wages on a retroactive 
basis. Why couldn't some such plan have been used in this 
case?

Estuuiishment of a lOOO-car jrarage In 
the basement of the South Station, the 
subject of a conference at City Hall 
today, was hailed by Mayor Curley as a 
great means of rcllevlnf? traffic In one 
of the worst congested districts of the 
city.

Attack on West End Coun- 
cilman Construed as Ap- 
peal to Lomasney 

ASSAILS ATTITUDE 
ON IMPROVEMENTS 



Mayor Ciirley publicly rebuked Coun- 
cilman John I. Fitzgerald of the West 
end, yesterday, In a move which was In- 
terpreted as an appeal to Martin M. 
Lomasney to end the public career of 
his henchman who has represented the 
Lomasney district for years at the Stfitc 
House and City Hall. 

Without even an indirect reference to 
the relationship between Fitzgerald and 
Lomasney, the mayor, rising to tiie de- 
fence of Representative Albert F. Blge- 
low, Brookllne RepublSan, who was 
sharply criticized by Fitzgerald (or his 
approval of the Strandway bill, reported 
to the Legislature and accepted by the 
city council under a misapprehension 
of the facts, deliberately stressed the 
silence of Fitzgerald on West end Im- 
provements favored by Lomasney com- 
pared with his attacks upon projects 
for the Improvement of other districts. 

CITES VARIOUS PROJECTS 

The mayor mentioned the Nashua 
street widening, for which Lomasney 
was responsible, the Charles otreet wid- 
ening, which Lomasney had urged for 
years, the Charlesbank improvement and 
the playground and bathing beach 
which Lomasney has been promised but 
which have not yet materialized, as 
projects, approved by the Legislature in 
enactments which ignored the city 
council, without Inciurlng the antago- 
ni.sm of Fitzgerald. 

"The gentleman's solicitude for the 
rights of the city council Is only ex- 
hibited" wrote the mayor "when the 
proposed improvement is in a district 
other than the West end." 

After making known his refusal to 
refer the starting of the $1,000,000 
strandway in East Boston T)ecau.se the 
council accepted the legislative act 
under mlsapprenhenslon, which the 
mayor said he did not cause, he 
switched to Fitzgerald's charges of 
"trickery and unfair dealing," described 
them as ".silly Imputations" as far as 
they concerned city officiaLs but set 
forth that the councilman's charges 
against Representative Blgelow "should 
not remain on the record unanswered." 
I Citing that Fitzgerald, while a legis- 
lator In 1923 had not tnsisxed that the 
city council should be recognized in the 
$3,500,000 widening of Cambridge and 
Court streets and again m 19'25, In the 
$2,250,000 widening of uock square, the 
mayor contrasted his silence with the 
attitude of Representative Bigclow. 

Fitzgerald, who listened with rapt 
attention to the reading of the com- 
munication, said: 

"It appears that his honor the mayor 
is greatly annoyed. I have not been 
able to catch the meaning of his com- 
munication but I certainly will do so 
quickly. All I can say to him, now, 1» 
that I have no apology to offer to him 
or to any one else for any vote of mine 
In the Legislature. Whenever I voted 
I did So with my eyes open and with 
full appreciation of what I was doing. I 
surely will have something to eay to 
him when I hav« hr4 the oppoitunlty

Tlio corporation, 
according to Coumilnr Dowd, was 
dissolved In lOllS, hut he Insisted 
that It was still doing business.

Claims Profit Is $250,000 

Councilor Dowd charged that under 
the Nichols administnition the con- 
cern got contratt.H amounting to ?60,- 
000 In 1928 and IT.'i.OOO In 1929, and 
that under the IS months of the pres- 
ent administration received contracts 
amounting to 5450,858.13. 

Besides this company, Councilor 
Dowd said, only two other concerns 
(In Boston wore ever invited to enter 
bids. He named the two companies; 
one had received contracts amounting 
to .$94,260 and the other $47,067.88. He 
then named six nationally-known meat 
concerns and charged that they were 
not even allowed to set a price on the 
meat business. 

"Is that discrimination?" he de- 
manded. "I think so." 

The city is paying, according to 
Councilor Dowd, 25 to 33 percent more 
than the market price for meat dally 
and is getting inferior meat for the 
Inmates of the hospitals. 

"I publicly charge," said Councilor 
Dowd, "the city was charged $125,000 
too much and that $2.50,000 was abso- 
lute profit." 

He expressed the opinion that Mr 
Dolan was the prin<:ipal owner of the 
concern and suggested that Mayor 
Clurley should remove him as a violator 
of the city charter. 



Butler Denies Charge 

Denial that City Treasurer Edmund 
L. Dolan ever had any connection with 
■ho Mohawk Packing Company of 21 
North Market st was made last night 
by Mr Butler. 

Mr Butler said that he la the sole 
owner of tile company and that Mr 
Dolan has not now and never had any 
connection with tho company. Butler 
Bald that City Treasurer Dolan's 
brother, Walter Dolan, was Interested 
in the company when It was a corpora- 
tion, but that he terminated hl.s con- 
nection with the corporation in 192S. 
Mr Euller then took over the company 
aS an individual and so conducts it to- 
day, he said last night. 

Ho denied that there is any discrimi- 
nation, i-l.ninilng that the coniracts 
are divided among at least five con- 
cerns that sell only flrst-class meat.

Councilor Dowd fired a gun at 
Mayo;- Curley with an order that 
whenever possible, biscuits n.nd crack- 
ers for city institutions be bought In 
Boston in.stoad of Chicago. 

Tlicie are many colored voters In 
the di.strict represented by Councilor 
Gleason in Roxbuiy and Gleason gave 
Councilor Dowd no support on his or- 
ider agamst discrimination by the Wel- 
fare D.^partment because of color. 
Councilor Gleason declared his con- 
■tltuenfs were not discriminated 
Against and received every considera- 
tion from the Board of Public Wel- 
fare. 

Councilor Ruby argued at length 
against voting for some of Councilor 
I>owd's orders and declared that It 
was time that something more was 



known about the various orders in- 
troduced before they were voted upon. 
He charged that certain orders Intro- 
duced In the Council wore inspired by 
animosity tov..,Tvds >rnyor Curley or 
bscause of a grievance. Ha declared 
he was tired of being compelled to 
listen to "harangues." 

Vote Against Discrimination 

The Council passed Councilor Dowd'» 
order that there be no discrimination 
In the amounts paid to families re- 
quiring aid. For example, If |15 1» 
paid a man and wife with five chil- 
dren, that amount should be paid to 
all families of that size applying. He 
claimed that because of unfaimesB, 
cases of equal need were getting dif- 
ferent amounts. 

i Councilor Norton attacked the Wel- 
I fare Department and poiirted to a card 
of a needy person who was getting |1E 
weekly and working three days a wdek 
for It. After working two days, sun- 
burn Incapacitated the man. Though 
the Welfare Department, said Coun- 
cilor Norton, was invited to send • 
dcKjtor, tho department cut the family ; 
oft the rolls and they have received no 
monev since a week ago Friday. 

An " order of Mayor Curley was 
passed requesting that the Trafflo 
Commission immediately revoke tho 
rule prohibiting parking on the water 
side of the Strandway and also taking 
any further action toward prohibiting 
parking along the waterfront of South 
Itoston without giving Councilors and 
Representatives from that section an 
opportunity to be heard. 

Councilor Fitzgerald heard the Clark 
read a communication from Mayor 
Curley regarding tho attack on Coun- 
cilor Fitzgerald on the East Boston 
Strandway Act. The Mayor went back 
to 1893 on the widening of Cambrldg«8 
and Court sts, when Mr Fitzgerald 
was In the Legislature. He said that 
act was the eame as the Strandway 
measure and referred also to tha 
widening of Dock sq, Nashua st, the 
East Boston traffic tunnel and Gov- 
ernor sq, the inference being that 
nothing was "put over on" the City 
Council In the East Boston Strandway 
legislation. Councilor Fitzgerald said 
he would reply after he had had time 
to study the Mayor's communication.

Police and city departments under 
an order by Councilor Bush, were re- 
quested to grant time off with p«y to 
holders of the Congressional Medal or 
Distinguished Service Cross, In order 
that they may attend tho convention

Orders calling for an Investigation 
of prices of Ice, 30 cents for 50 pounds 
In Forest Hills as against 10 cento In 
Natlck by the same company, and an 
Investigation Into certain asphalt speci- 
fications were offered by Councilor 
Norton and were passed. 

A veto was received from Mayor 
Curley of the Council order to Increase 
the pension of Mrs Frank Comeau 
from $600 to $1000. Her husband, a 
policeman, was killed In the line ot 
duty before the law was passed In- 
creasing the pen.sion from $000 to $1000. 
Tho Mayor declared that If the Liegls- 
lature saw fit to raise all pensions to 
$1000 he was agreeable, but that he 
could not agree to an exception In ona 
case.

held liable for the bill contracted, with- 
out authority by Councilman Kelly, 

Tile objection to recognizing Kelly's 
order was his patronage of a Quincv 
concern, while John P. Glynn, brother of 
ex-Fire Commissioner 'Teddy" Glynn, 
and H. P. Hood &; Sons Company were 
prote.sthiB tliat they were receiving little 
or no consideration. 

While Director Dolan emphasized 
that he strongly favored placing orders 
with Boston firms, he revealed that 
Fiizpatrick Bros, of Maiden received 
$1649 of the expendlturrs. Dolan ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Quincy 
concern made delivery of the cream or- 
dered by Kelly' and that It waa dls- 



tTiouted but he pointed «ut that tt-tba 
$240 bUl should be paid. It would make

CoiirySe«58 Great 
Help from Lights 

Replying to a criticism of City Coun- 
cilor John F. Dowd. uttered at the coun- 
cil meeting, Monday, that traffic con- 
ditions have' been worse since the estab- 
lishment of the special commission, Jo- 
seph A. Conry. chairman of the com- 
mission, compiles fiKures to show that In 
the flrst seven months of 192S there were 
seventy-seven fatalities In Boston caused 
by automobiles, and in a similar period 
of 1929 there were slxty-flve. with a re- 
duction to fifty-nine in 1930 and sixty 
this year. 

"The reduction in the number of fa- 
talities Is largely due to the installation 
of the system of signal lights as well as 
to the rigid Insistence upon observing 
the rules of the Traffic Commission," 
Mr. Conry says. "In this conncetlon, 
public attention Is invited to the state- 
ment made by the Registrar of Motor Ve- 
hicles Morgan T. Ryan, published Mon- 
day, in which he emphasized the fact 
that not a single death due to automo- 
bile accident wa.s recorded in the city of 
Boston for the preceding week, adding

SCHOOL BUILDING 
WORK PROGRESSING 

More Than 1000 Men Em- 
ployed This Summer 



More than 1000 men are beins em- 
ployed in building new schoolhouses, 
and in making repairs and alteratlona 
to school buildings in Boston this Sum- 
mer. Practically every school build- 
in}; in the city Is being repaired, or 
touched up in some way. 

During the past six weeks the De- 
partment of School Buildings has 
awarded contracts for the erection of 
fire escapes on 12 buildings which 
have assembly halls on the third floor, 
contracts for modernizing the plumb- 
ing in 16 .schools, and 23 contracts for 
moderning heating apparatus. 

According to LouLs K. Rourke, super- 
intendent of construction, the plumb- 
ing and heating apparatus of the pub- 
lic schools of the city should be com- 
pletely modernized by next year. 

Seven new echoolhouses are la 
process of construction, and of these, 
four will be ready for the opening of 
tlie school term in September. These 
aie the Maiy E Curi«!y Intermediate 
School, Centtrr st, Jamaica Plain, 40 
rooms; the James J. Chittick School, 
Rugby and KusUn roads, Hyde Park, 
12 rooms; a 13-room elementary bulld- 
:)ig in the Charles Sumner District, 
Rosllndale. and an eight-room special 
class building in tho U. S. Grant Dis- 
trict. East Boston. 

The Clarence E. Edwards Interme- 
diate School Wblker st, Charlestown; 
the Charles H. Taylor School, Pln« 
Ridge road, Dorch'.-Rter, and the Wood- 
row Wilson School HlUcroft road, Dor- 
chester, will not be ready until later. 

In addition to this construction, two 
extensions are being built to present 
buildings. One is a four-room addition 
to the Beethoven School in West Rox- 
tury and thn other is a rine-room ad-, 
dition to the Wnllam El'ery Channing ! 
School in Hyde Park. ! 

Bid.s will be opened tomorrow for a 
new intermediate school In Brighton. 
Siipt Rourke expects to have on the 
market 52,000.000 worth of construction 
work within a few week? and to have 
the buildings roofed in before the cold 
weather comes, so that work may pro- 
ceed in the Winter months. 

This proposed work Includes the 
new intermediate school for Brighton; 
new elementary schools In Roxbury, 
East Boston, Rosllndale, North End, 
and West Roxbury; replacement of the 
Mozart School on Beech st. In Roslln- 
dale, the Harvartl School, North Har- 
vard st, AUston, and four- room id- 
ditions to the Francis Parkman and 
th« seaver Schools in Jamaica Plain.

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MAYOR URGES FOLK

Curley Tells of Fight to 
Restore Trade 



Mayor Curley delivered a radio ad- 1 
dress from station 'WNAC yesterday, | 
calling upon his listeners to sail from 
Boston and for New England manu- 
facturers to ship from Boston. 

He said in part: 

"Every .student of economics recog- 
nizes that the prosperity and progress 
of Boston Industrially in the past has 
been In largo measure due to the com- 
merce of Boston rather than to any- 
thing else. For 100 years the port of 
Boston occupied first place commer- 
cially among the ports of America 
and for 60 years held second place. 

"The creation of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the adoption 
of a system of differentials has in 
large measure been responsible for 
the decrease In the commerce of the 
port of Boston. It Is generally ac- 
cepted that the best bottom cargo is 
cereals, grains of any character, and 
25 years ago from the port of Boston 
annually there was shipped upwards 
of 40,000,000 bushels of grain as against 
4,000,000 tushels in 1930, although the 
price of grain In America wa.s lower 
than at any time In the previous his- 
tory of our country. 

"And so we have gradually, because 
of a discriminatory system of differen- 
tials, because of absorption of charges 
by the New York railroad lines, ceased 
to be a cargo port and have become a 
port of call. 

Notwithstanding the fact that this 
situation has been growing worr.o each 
year, we have at no time ceased our 
battle for Justice for the port of Bos- 
ton. In 1915 an appropriation of J.10,000 
was mado with a view to securing a 
repeal of the discriminatory sy.qtem of 
differentials that operated to "the dl.s- 
advantage and deterioration of the 
port of Boston a» a commercial port 
and since that time nddltionnl funds 
have been made available, making a 
total of approximately $1R0,000 which 
t-.rt.i ijce- expended for th» port of 
Boston. Tlie fight is on even at the 
present hour and we hope that it Will 
i>e lur.cessful."

rrHE school committee did a complete about face on the new 
■*■ Girls' High school when it promised the mayor >c -.terday 
to ditch the project and spend the money for an addition to 
Boys' Latin school and a new hip^h school for girls in the Orove 
Hall section of Dorchester. 

Boys' Latin school will get an additional ijiLOOO.OOO. 
The Grove Hall building will cost another $1,000,000. ^ 
Undoubtedlv both these improvements are needed. It is 
simply a question of whether they are needed more than.a new 
Girls' High school. The school committee had voted unanimous- 
ly after long consideriition. that a new Girls' High school was 
necessary and that it should be built on West Newton street, 
in the South end. 

Either the committee was wrong then or is wrong now. 
The e.xplanation for the change is that it will take time to 
get started on tho new Girls' High school and work can be 
started quickly on the Boys' Latin school extension and on the 
Grove Hall ,iob. thus giving work to builders. . 

We sympathize with the point of view of those who would 
provide jobs and would do everything to help in such a cause.. 
But are schools built to niirive .iobs for men in the building 
trades or to meet the educational requirements of our children? 
Girls' High school should be built. Boys' Latin school 
should be enlarged. Grove Hall should get a new high school 
for girls. But the section which needs it most should get first 

attention. 

The public will watch with ini crest what linal action the 
Bchool committee tivkes at its meeting next Monday evening. 
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After receiving the report of Engineer 
jjames E, McMurray of the water in- 
come division Mayor Curley today ap- 
proved of the action of shutting off wa- 
ter ,'iupply in buildings ni the business 
section.'! when bills arc n<;t paid.

Kelly Asks Ely to Remove 
Fin Oora for Inaction 
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Attacking Mayor Curley and accus-

tribution to the children of my ward 
on July 4. Tills company had placed

Director of Public Celebrations and 
the Mayor, for the reason that 11 wai 
purchased from a concern outside ol 
Boston, despite the fact that 11 other 
I City Councilors purchased the ice 
icream for their districts from concerns 
also outside of Boston and bills for 
which have already been paid, as I am 
fully capable of handling the matter 
with th« ttssl.stance of the court. 

"I do, however, believe that you

Councilor Kelly said that he appealed 
to the Finance Commission to investi- 
gate this matter, but his request was 
refused.

Mayor Curley declared that no Injus- 
tice had been done either owner and 
he upheld the policy which restricts 
the water shutoff activities of the city 
to the business district.

Action Affects 36 Living in 
West End Dwellings 

Despite the recent declaration by 
Mayor Curley that water would not 
be shut ofT in dwellings 36 persons, 
seven of them children, living In the 
dwellings at 50 iA 58 Howard et, West 
End, were without water yesterday. 

Agents of the propertj at these ad- 
dresses declared that the water bills 
were paid and they were unable to 
explain the action of city officials. 

Throughout the day and night, occu- 
pants of these dwellingt relied upon 
neighbors and nearby business estab- 
lishments to furnish them with water, 
and they earned bottles ana pails of 
water to their homes. 

Several business establishments oc- 
cupy the flr.^t floors of these bulldinM 
and a restaurant at the comer of 
Howard and Bulfinch sts was com- 
pelled to close for the day because 
of lack of water. 

According to the occupants of the 
houses, the water was shut off at 9 
clock yesterday morning and later. 
when they informed tho agent of the 
rroperty, he was unable to offer any 
t.xplanation. as.'erting that the water 
Dills liad be>n paid. 

At 50 Howard st. on the second 
floor, live Ml- and Mrs Albert Adams, 
(sch 80 years old. and their two 
adopted chil-lren, Alice, (i, and Grace, 
fc- On the third floor live- Mr and Mrs 
A.aurice Bedreay and their four chil- 
dren. 

The first floor is occupied by a 
tailoring .shop and a laundry. 

TJie remainder of the block. Up to 
BUifinch st, Is also occupied by busl- 
ne.s» establishments on the first fjoor 
and dwellings on ihe upper stories, 
nhile a lodging hou.se known as the 
Avon House, occupied by 25 lodeers 
13 located at 58.

CONVENTION TO BOSTON IN M2 
SUGGEST FULLER IN CURTIS'S JOB

The sudden renewal of activity by 
the Republican state committee in its 
•ndaavor to bring its party's national 
•onventlon to Boston next June opens 
up new avenues of speculation. Purely 
from a personal point of view the news 
must have been of absorbing interest to 
former Gov. Puller. 

Politicians who have suceeded in 
jloosenlng his tongue on tlie pro.spect.s 
for the 1932 .sweepstakes report that he 
seems to have lost all hts old ycarning.s 
for the repossession of his former job on 
Beacon Hill. The vice-presidency, how- 
ever, is an entirely different office and 
the holding of the convention in hi.s 
home city surely would not injure his 
chances of obtaining the nomination. 

There seems to be increasing indi- 
cations that Vice-Pre.'iident Curti.-, i.s 
' willing to abandon his job of presiding 
over the Senate in exchange for his old 
•eat on the floor. Save for the lurlcing 
figure of Senator Borah in the baclc- '. 
ground, Fuder's chances of obtaining 
the nomination, in the event of CurtU's 
withdrawal, would be veiy good. With 
President Hoover, whose cause he ha.s 
Invariably championed, he would make 
in ideal combination of the West and 
;he East. 

If tlie Republicans should give the 
lecondary nomination to Puller, they 
ivould be in a position to ignore Ma.ssa- 
jhusetts as a battleground in the elec- 
ilon. His magnetic name on the ballot 
would be sufficiently alluring in arous- 
ing sentiment to insure the return of 
the commonwealth to the Repulilican 
fold and the »tate'.i 18 electoral votes 
In a close election would be a consider- 
able factor In determining the outcome. 

The primary consideration in per- 
■uading the national committee to award 
the convention to this city is one of 
money. Like the cost of living in gen- 
eral, the price of political conveii.lions 
has Increased correspondingly. The 
average cost of getting a convention 
now has rlien to $SOO,00'J, and it mus'j 
ibe a cash on tlic barrel liead transac- 
tion. The cxjnventlou managers demand 
a certified check for the required amount 
in advance of the convention. 

WHO WOm.I) CONTRJBUTE? 

The contributions for such a fund 
must be obtained from the businessmen 
of the cily, who in tura would profit 
from the prescnoe he;o of the thousands 
of delegates and tnclr friends and rela- 
tives who flocic to the convention city. 
Philadelphia and several of the middle 
■western cities already have joined in the 
»uctlon for the convention, and against 
ttacm Boston must compete.
